he was desirous of completing the” Job 
before daylight he concluded to go over 
to the mill. for some fiour. aia 
not reach the mill in time to see or hear any-~ 
thing of the assault upon Menard and Block, 
bat had: just entered when the rob- 
bers came upon him. Being un- 
prepared for an attack, and wholly 
unarmed, he fellaneasy victimto the murt- 
derous bludgeons they carried. After fell- 
ing Scheib, the robbers gageed 
and bound him also and 
him up to the scale alongside of 
the boy Block. All this occurred in a short 
time, and, according to a statement after- 
made by Watchman Menara, between 1 and 
1:30 o’clock. 
WORK ON THE SAFE. 

Entering the’ office, the robbers re- 
mained within about a half hour 
finally giving up thelr attempts 
to break the safe and departing , about 2 
o’ciock. The drillingon the safe was done 
with a brace and bits procured from Koenig- 
stein’s blacksmith shop, Fourth street and 
Railroad avenue. Several chisels were also 
stolen fromthe shop and were left in the 
office, together with the brace and bits. The 
robbers drilled a small hole in the top 
of the safe just behind the inner 
door. They either intended to drill the hole 
between the outer and inner doors and 
miscalculated in locating the spot, 
or else they expected to break both 
doors with one Dilast. A charge of powder 
which must have been a large one, was 
poured into the hole and ignited by means of 
a fuse. A. muffled explosion occurred and 
burned powder was forced through the 
cracks in the safe, but the outer door 
was not removed, though the hinges were 
cracked and the combination broken. The 
powder used had been carried in a large 
whisky bottle, which was left on the 


floor. From the size of the bottle, the 
charge of powder used must have been very 
large, and had it been inserted between the 
inner and outer doors, it would undoubtedly 
have biown the latter from Its hinges. As it 
was, the door bulged out in the center and 
the fastenings of the safe were sprung by the 
force of the concussion, After firing the first 
blast the robbers set to work with the tools 
they had taken from the blacksmith shop 
and endeavored to vpen the door with chis- 
els, But failed in the attempt. They had- 
only asmall quantity of powder left, wut 
they poured what remained in the bottle 
into the safe-and fired a second Diast. Even 
this failed toopen the safe, the explosion 
being rather weak, and the robbers 
then gave up the job, They did 
not leave empty-handed, however, as they 
robbed the watchman, the paper-hanger anda 
the boy, and took two revolvers which they 
found inthe office, as well as a 38-caliber 
Smith & Wesson, which Menard had in his 
pocket. They secured $7.15 in cash from 
Menard, 55 cents from Black and 25 cents 
from Scheib.

there and fallen intotheir hands. The po- 
lice were not notified until nearly 8:30 0’clock, 
two hours after the robbers had left the 


mill. 
FELLED WITH CLUBS. 


The Hegel Mill is located on Second street 
alongside the Air Line Ratlway track, mid- 
way between the Relay Depot and Broadway 
viaduct, office fronting on Second. Whenthe 
robbers entered the mill they were con- 
fronted by the Night Watchman, Charles 
Menard. The latter had just finished eating 
his midnight launch apd was »put- 
ling away his bucket when they 
appeared. Without stopping to parley, the 
robbers advanced toward Menard and one of 
them struck him a blow on the head witha 
heavy piece of wood, which felled him. Fred 
Block, a boy employed as a eoal-heaver, was 
the only other person about the mill at 
the time. The robbers ran across 
him soon after tney had disposed 
of the watchman, and treated in the same 
manner as they had Menard, Both the 
watcbman and the boy were rendered 
insensible by the biows the 
masked men dealt them, and 
before either of them recovered con- 
sciousness they were gagged and se- 
curely bound, Menard was tied to a 
in the mill and ‘Block was 
secured to the scales.

On the way 
B paperbanger, who had come into the mill 
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departure Block commenced tryingtorelease 
himself. The others would have done 
likewise, but they were so securely bound 


that they could scarcely move. Block, after 
nearly an hour’s exertion. succeeded in get- 
ting one of his hands into his hip pocket, 
where he carried a knife, and 
finally got it out and openedit, He then cut 
the cords that bound him and ran out of the 
molll. He was so dazed that hehardly knew 
what to do or which way to turn, 
Dut finally started along the _ rallway 
tracks to the Relay Depot. In his excite- 
ment he forgot to make use of the telephone 
in the office, through which he might 
have notified the polices at once, 
and also neglected to release Menard 
and Scheib. When he reached the Relay 
Depot it was found that he had even forgot- 
ten to take the gag from his mouth. He finally 
gotthe wad of cloth out of his mouth and 
quieted down so that he could tell his story 
to Police Officer Brophy, who was at the de- 
pot. Immediate notification was sent to po- 
lice headquarters, and Sergt. McGrath 
with several officers proceeded at 
once tothe mill. In the meantime Menara 
and Scheib had worked their bonds until 
they released themselves, and the police 
found them walking about, but both 
somewhat dazed and severely hurt. EKach of 
them had severe wounds on the head which 
had bled profusely. Their faces and clothing 
were saturated with blood and there 
were two pools at the scales, where 
Scheib and Block had been tied, and 
also one at the foot of the post to which 
Menard had been bound, The police called 
physicians to attend tothe injured trio and 
sent them to their homes later, after taking 
their statements, 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ROBBERS. 
Watchman Menard furnished the police very 
good decriptions of the four robbers, one of 
whom was calied ‘‘Jerry’’ by his compan- 
ions, Neitherof the otherg were called by 


name in the hearing of the 
watchman. ‘‘Jerry’*’ was described as 
a slender man, about’ 6 feet in 
height, witha black mustache, and wearing 
Gark clothes and a dark stiff hat, Another 
was about 5 feet 7jinchesin height,apparently 
between 28 and 380 years of age, and weighing 
about 155 pounds. He had on a dark 
stiff hatand a brown overcoat. The third 
was shortand stout, He seemed to be about 
2 years of age, 5 feet 6 inches in 
Height and to weigh in the neighborhood 
of 165 unds. This man had a smooth 
face. His clothing could not be described by 
=~ gg apart The fourth bebe - smooth 
aced man also, and apparent young. 
He was — the one “ who carried 
the tools when the quartette entered 
the mill, Concerning this man’s dress, the 
watchman only remembered that he had on 
a dark overcoat. He was of slender build 
not above 5 feet 6 
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- STORIES OF TUE VIOTINS. | 
Night Watchman Menard, Fred Block and 
Frank Scheib Teil Their Experiences. 


All the men who encountered the burglars 
bear more or less wounds as mementoes of 
the.oceurrence, Charles{Menard,the private 
watchman at the mill, was seen at his home, 
416 Franklin avenue, and told the story of the 
robbery thus: 

‘‘Shortly after midnight this morning Fred 
Block, an employe of the mill, and myself 
were sitting in the office getting our 
supper when I saw a man’s 


face peering into one of the windows. AsI 
looked at him he hastily drew back. I men- 
tioned -the fact to Block, and a_ short 
time later when we were leaving the office he 
persuaded me totake my pistol with me, a 
thing E very seldom do, We went 
out together and first visited the engine- 
room where we put some coal on the fires and 
some water in the boilers. As we ieft 
the engine-room [I locked the door and 
had not taken half a dozen steps 
when I ran into one of the robbers who daalt 
mea blow over the head with the but of 
his gun. The blow knocked me 
down but did not stun 
me and I jumpedto my feet again and grav- 
pled with im, AS we  strurgied he 
tripped over a. jadder and % fell on 
top of him. I was getting the best of him 
when he yelled out: ‘Jerry, this —— is get- 
ting away with me.’ His com. 
panion came rushing up at once and 
rained half a dozen blows upon my head with 
the butt end of his revolver,fand I fell uncon- 
scious.’’ 

coe 5 CRMREO againI found my hands 
securely tied etiind me and they 
were dragging me into the mill, 
They had stamped on my . hands 
before they tied them and made them almost 
useless from the bruising. Then they tied 
me to a post in the mill, gagged 
me with a piece of wood and 
tied a handkerchief over my mouth. A bran

CHESTER PENITENTIARY. 
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The Capture. Effected Without a Struggle 
—Hardin’s Escape byConcealing Him- 

i self in a Dirt Wigon and Being 

' Dumped Into the Ryer — His Crime 
Recalled. :

Special telegraphic adviies to the Posrt- 
DIsPATcH from Menard, Il., state that Joe 
Hardin, the Centralia traiz robber who es- 
caped from the penitentiay at Chester, Ill., 
Monday, was caught tiree miles from Men- 
ardto-day. His capture ws effected with. 
out a struggle. 

The crime, capturp, prisecution and es- 
cape of Hardin wer’ senational in the ex- 
treme. His escape was me of those mis- 
haps which no amount d discipline can 
avoid and his retura to pdson is due to the 
gnrelenting pursuit of Wirden J. D. Baker 
who tracked Hardin to bis tiding place and 
captured him to-day. 

THE CENTRALIA ROBBERY. 

Hardin was under sentmce of twenty 
years for the Centralia tain robbery. On 
Sept. 20 last year Hardin,Chas. O’Dwyer, 
and Dan Johns attac arp Iilinots Central 
train at Centralia,/ Ill They made a 
daring attempt to ro the express car, but 
the trainmen, with fhe tlought of recent 
train robberies in their ninds, defended 
the property In their char#e and fired upon 
the outlaws. They retwated, Hardin 
carrying a load of buckshot in 
his arm. The police of St. Louis were 
notified of the hold up, and quickly gota 
clew tothe perpetrators. Itwas discovered 
that the three men were ex-railroad em- 
ployes, and they laid their plans 
for the robbery at 1310 Chouteau avenue. A 


‘lew days after the robbery the police learnea 


that Hardin went toa houseon Olive street, 
between Eighteenth and Niseteenth, several

hours after the seamen’ & and begged for ad- 
mission. He was taken in by oneof the 
lady occupants who knew him, but 
was not aware of the crime which 
he had committed. The lady relieved the 
pain of the wounds inhis arm the pest she 
could, for Hardin told her a story 
of how he had been hurt 
accidentally, and disarmed her 
ofsuspicion. The police learned where he 
was stopping and reached the house 
a few hours after Hardin had 
departed, notwithstanding his painful 
wounds. Evary precaution was taken to pre- 
vent his escape from the city. All avenues 
of travel were watched, and an innocent man 
with his arm ina sling was arrested, 
as he was leaving the city on suspicion of 
being the wounded Hardin. But the police 
failed to locate the train-robber for several 
days when word came that he was under 
arrest at Cincinnati, 0, Detective 
Smith was dispatched for him and got as far 
as Centralia onthe return trip. At that point 
the, local officials took the prisoner from 

the chagrin of the 
police, who were awaiting 
an opportunity to examine him asto the 
Forest Lawn train robbery. Dwyer and 
Johns were caught more quickly and easily 
than Hardin and the trio were given sen- 
tences of twenty years each. 


ESCAPE FROM CHESTER. 
When Hardin reached Chester Penitentiary 
he became a fast friend of thetrusty con- 
victs who were employed as cart- 
drivers. He became very intimate with 


one of them, who, on last 
Monday allowed Hardin tolie down inthe 
bottom of his cart while the trusty covered 
him over with dirt. Whenthe cart was 
loaded the trusty drove out the 
gates of the penitentiary, and, arriving at 
the bank ofthe. Mississippi, where a dump 
had +been established to strengthen the 
levee, unloaded the dirt and Hardin into the 
river. The officials believe that by pre- 
arrangement a skiff Was at hand to take 
Hardin away, beyond the reach of the 
prison guards.

BLAND LOSES HEART 


To-Day’s Prospects for Securing a 
Quorum Worse Than Yesterday’s. 


WASHINGTON, D, C., Feb. 22.—The pros- 
pects of securing a quorumin the House 
were not as good to-day as they were yester- 
day. Mr. Bland and his supporters were for 
the first time apparently disheartened, 
although Mr. Bland refused to accept a com- 
promise proposed which contemplated the 
dropping of the second section of the bill— 
providing for the cofMiage of the remainder 
of the bullion and the retirement of the 
Sherman Treasury notes of the act of 1890. 

After the reading of the journal, Mr. Pence 
of Colorado, rising toa question of personal 
privilege, corrected newspaper statements 
to the effect that members of the Populist 
minority attended the Democratic caucus on 
the 19th, He explained that the Populists 
were in entire sympathy withthe resolution 
adopted by the caucus to the ef- 
fect that it was the duty of the 
Democrats of the House to attend the ses- 
sions of the House and transact business. 
[Laughter.] But he wanted it understood 
that the Populists were not attending Demo- 
cratic caucuses, and they would not if they 
could, and probably could not if they would. 
A sensational scene followed. 

Mr. Cummings of New York arose and ina 
most vigorous manner denounced an attempt 
to arrest him. ‘‘This morning,’’ said he, 
standing at his seat, immediately in front of 
the Speaker’s chair, ‘‘at 11 o’clock, 
while on’ the floor this House, 
I was approached by an i Assistant 
Sergeant-at-Arms and informed that I 
was un derarrest. I refused to acknowledge 
the service andtoldhim and his bosses to 
try toarrest meattheir peril, Ihave been 
on the floor of this House day after day in 
committee rooms three hours before the 
sergeant-at-arms has been in this Capitol, 
and have been here four hours after he 
hasleft. I denounce this attempted arrest 
on Washington’s birthday as unbridled anar- 
chy. [Republican applause.] In the name 
of the American people I protest against 
a farcical session on this national holiday in 
honor of George Washington, and I now 
move that this House adjourn.’’ 

A round of applause greeted this state- 
ment, but Mr. Dockery,who was in the chair, 
explained that Mr. Cummings had been rec- 
ognized only to make a personal explana- 
tion, and Mr. Cummings thereupon with- 
drew his motion. 

There was a good deal of excitement on 
the floor and Mr. Reed tried to renew the 
motion, but the chair declared it was not in 
order, as he had previously recognized Mr. 
Biand. The latter wanted the privilege of 
making an explanation, but theloud de- 
mands for the regular order cut him off and 
he was obliged to submit his motion, which 
was to close general debate on the selignior- 
age billnext Saturday at3 o’clock without 
explanation. : 

The change in form in the motion Indicated 
for the first time that Mr. Bland’s faith in his 
ability tosecureaquorum was waning, and 
that he realized that if he was to win further 
concessions to the opposition must be made.

The Ground Still Frozen From 
Three to Six Inches, 


But Slightly Moderating Weather 
Makes Work Possible. 


THE LAKE GROUNDS AGAIN A SCENE. 
OF ACTIVITY. 


From Now On, Unless B:d Weather Pre- 
vails, the Work Will Be Vigorously 
Pushed and the Meximum Force of 
Laborers Put On—Digging Along the 
Northern Line of the Lake—Scenes 
and Inoidents at Forest Park—Help 
the Unemployed. | 


To-day 400 laborers are at work on the lake 
in Forest Park and excavation along the 
north line of the lake is again under head- 
way. 

The work was resumed this morning after 
the chteck of yesterday déspite the fact that 
there are still from three tosix inches of 
frost inthe ground. The weather has moa- 
erated somewhat since yesterday and no 
time was lost in resuming operations. 

In addition to the 400 Maborersthere are 
also seventy wagons and carts engaged in 
to-day’s work. 

An increase will be madein the number of 
laborers now employed on the grounds as 
soon as itis reasonably certain that moder- 
ate weather will prevail for the next few 
days. Notices willbe sent out to men who 
have registered thelr names at the Post- 
DISPATCH Office. 

It will be useless for those not thus notified 
toapply forthe work. All men registered at 
the Post-DISPATCH wiilhave their turo at 
the work in regular order, 

The lake site now bears evidence of the 
work already done by the men who have 
found employment vutthere. All along its 
northern line excavation is well under way. 

From now on, barring extreme cold 
weather,the work will be vigorously pushed, 
andthe entire force possible, from 800 to 
1,000 men, will be put to work as promptly as 
possible and kept at work without intermis- 
sion. 

Every dollar subscribed to the Lake Em- 
ployment Fund will heip in the fund mission 
of giving these men employment and making 
the lake in Forest Park.

THE WORE TO-DAY. 


Detailed Description of Lake Excavation 


as Now Carried Forward. 

Four hundred men, forty double teams to 
wagons and plows and twenty carts were at 
work on the new lake this morning, Every 
Manonthe ground who had beenat work 
before or had a ticket from the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, notifying him that his services were 
needed, was put to work. 

The ground was frozen toa depth of from 
3to6 inches. The earth came upin great 
clods when the big plow, drawn by four stout 
teams, was pulled through it. It wasall 
that eight strong mules hitched four abreast 
could do to drag the plow through the frozen 
round. Then over a hundred men 
were put to work with picks loosen- 
ing up the earth. After them came 
the wagon force who tossed the clods into the 
wagons to be hauled offto the proper place 
to be dumped. 

It is estimated that by to-night nearly 5,000 
cubic yards of earth will have been removed 
fromthelake. If the weather rmits the 
force of 500, who have been notified and are 
therefore eligible for work, will be put on to- 
morrow. Fifty new men will be notified 
to report Saturday and thereafter the force 
will be increased every working day as 
rapidly as is consistept with maintaining 
good organization, until the fullest limit has 
been reached. 

The cold weather does not frighten the ap- 
plicants for work away. The cold wind 
whistles down upon them through 
the cleared area to the porth 
of the lake but the men 
keep contentedly at their work. Many of 
them are but poorly clad, in thin clothes and 
worn-out shoes. Overcoats are a rarity on 
the ground and gloves more so. Now and 
then a man may be seen with only one glove, 
but heclingstothat. Still there is no grum- 
bling among them about the cold. 

Pathetic incidents happen every day. Mon- 
day, before the first week’s pay had been dis- 
tributed among the men, many of them had 
no lunch to eat at noon time. Manyof the 
new ones taken On from time to time will 
doubtless be in the same fix until the great 
relief measure has had time to reach their 
homes. 

One fellow, who from his looks had evi- 
dently been accustomed to better times, went 
off behind a tree when liunch-calil wag 
sounded and sat downas if to eat lunch, 
put it was only a pretense, for he 
had no lunch. He wanted to get 
away from the tantalizing smell of dinners 
warming by thefires. And he was ashamed 
to let his comrades see the extent of his pov- 
erty. It ts men of that character who are 
being given workon the new lake, being 
helped in their efforts to make an honest liv- 
ing and to maintain the positions they have 
held all their lives—of never having asked 
alms of any man.

Thatis where- 
everahuman soul is sineerely struggling toward 
freedom—toward that real freedom which consists 
in self-realization. And because in Poiand, in 
China, in Bohemia, in Hindustan, such struggling 
souis find special hindrance to theirown gdvance- 
mront their eyes taza by the very oe ae 
ological optics te this focus of the flight 
of freedom. And from all the hills 
and valleys of the Old World men eome trooping to 
the new, not doabting that this is in very deed 
theirtrue native land.

shall spring corn and cotton, bread and clothing for 
manas animal, through which man as soul biooms 
into actual life. 

America! That means an ideal police force that 
shall successfully keep in ebeek all undivine ten- 
Gencies. Itisthe iaealof perfect legislation, the 
ideal of perfect courts of Justice, the ideal of per- 
fect administration of law. But America is none the 
less the ideal of perfectly organized remedial 
agencies. Itis the ideal of prisons that have be- 
come schools, and of schools that have ceased to be 
pewons, It is the ideal of a land where tyranny bas 

ecome impossible and where the rule, **Love your 
enemies,’’ has become obsolete, because all men are 
friends. 

America! That is the ideal of a world in perfect 
unison, of a world in which ail has grown voeal, of a 
world of richly perfected rhythm whose ‘**funda- 
mental tone’’ is Reason and whose ‘‘overtones’’ 
are allthe arts and sciences. 

And this splendid ideai, which still required the 
coming centuries for its complete fulfilment, is 
nevertheless even now unfolded.and unfolding, into 
fairly worthy forms and into nicely-varied her- 
monies.

Washington’s Farewell Address Read in 
the Senate, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—Four bright 
ensigns of heroic proportions flung their 
folds to the four winds of heaven from the 
dome of the Capitol under the snow-clad 
statue of freedom this morningin honor of 
the anniversary of the birth of George 
Washington. 

Pursuing a custom established a tew years 


ago, the Senate observed the day by reading 
Washington’s farewell address. Senator 
Hoar is responsible for thiscustom,. All mat- 
ters of historical import are cherished by the 
senior Senator from Massachusetts, and 
ceremonialis dear to the heartof all Sen- 
ators. ‘his is therefore likely to remain the 
permanent custom of the Senate. When 
senator Hoar first made the suggestion that 
the President pro tem.:be requested to read 
this honored documentto the Senate it was 
regarded with some flippancy by certain 
members of the Senate, 

John G. Ingalls was then president pro 
tém. ofthe Senate. Arrayed In the faultless 
raiment which always characteriged the 
Kansas Senator he read the address in an 
impressive manner which held the attention 
of allthose who heardit. Sinee Ingalls’ re- 
tirement, Senator Manderson as president 
pro tem., hasread the address. This year 
Senator Harris, the president pro tem., 
asked to be excused from reading and sug- 
gested Senator Martin of Kansas asa substi- 
tute. Theceremony did not attract a large 
crowd.

The Bills Returned on Statements by RB. 
 @ Dun & Co., for Whom He Was 
Manager—The Total Sum of His Em- 
begzziements Placed at $229,018.90— 
Detai'ed Etatement of His Operations. 


New YORK, Feb. 22.—Erastus Wiman, who 
until one year ago was General Manager 
ofthe R. G. Dun &Co. Commercial Agency, 
‘Was arrested yesterday afternoon on a bench 
warrant issued by Judge Martine in the Gen- 
eral Sessions, The warrant is based upon 
two indictments, charging forgery. Dun’s 
attorney states that the total sum of W1- 
man’s forgeries and embezzlements is 
$229,018.90. 

Wiman tried, but unsuccessfuily, to pro- 
cure bondsmen in the sum of $25,000, and in 
Gefault was sent tothe Tombs. The first in- 
formation of his wrong-doing reached Mr. 
Dun one year ago and caused Wiman’s im- 
mediate dismissal from his position. Wiman 
was supposed by many to bea partner with 
Mr. Dun, but was only an employe under 
contract, receiving a percentage of the prof- 
‘its and having the right to sign checks. 

Both of the indictments found by the 
Grand-jury charge Mr. Wiman with forgery 
in the second degree. Conviction, either by 
plea of guilty or by trial, under an !ndict- 
ment for forgery in the second degree, in- 
volves a punishment of imprisonment in 


State Prison for a term not exceeding ten 
ears. The facts relating to the allegea 
orgeries committed by Mr. Wiman were 

jaid before District Attorney Fellows in a 
carefully detailed statement, which was re- 
ceived by Col. Fellows this morning, and 
Assistant District Attorney Lindsay sub- 
penaed the witnesses named in the state- 
ment. The statement was not signed, but 
it is believed to have been presented by for- 
mer District Attorney Nicoll, acting as coun- 
sel for R. G. Dun & Co, 

The statement saysin part: ‘‘I beg leave 
to submit to you for official action this com- 

laint of the firm of R. G. Dun & Co., against 

trastus Wiiman for the crime of forgery, and 

ask that you send the same tothe present 
Grand-jury. Wiman was not a partner of 
Mr. Dun in the usual sense. It was agreed 
that he should receive annually a sum equal 
to.a certain percentage of the profits, Dut 
that the amount of profits should only afford 
the basis of determining the amount of his 
salary. 

‘*Allof Wiman’s relations with Mr. Dun, 
who was the sole owner of the business, its 
assets and property of every description, 
good will and profits,were expressed in these 

apers, and Wiman wasa salaried mavager 

or Mr. Duh, with such powers only as the 
contract gave him, with additional power to 

Graw checks. The property of R. G. bun & 

Oc. wage not his property in any sense, the 

moneys of R,. G. Dun & Co. were not his 

moneys in any sense, and the profits of R. G. 

Dun & Co. were hot his profits in any sense. 
**And yet, by various acts of embezzie- 

ments, through misrepresentations, conceal- 

ments, breaches of his agreement, misuse of 
the powers confided to him, and gross usur- 
pation of powers with which he was not itin- 

trusted, he succeeded, during the years 1888, 

1590, 1891, 1892, and up to February, 1893, in 

stealing trom Mr. Dun the enormous sum of 

$229,018.90. That sum he owes Mr. Dun 
to-day. 

**That, in view of his relation tothe prop- 
erty of Mr. Dun, which Wiman helped to 
manage, under the name of R. G, Dan & Co., 
he is guliity of the crime of having embezzled 
the whole, orthe greater part of this sum, I 
have little doubt. 

*‘He has committed so many crimes that 
selection for prosecution Is dificult, but out 
of the long list of his offenses 1 have selected 
for presentation to you two forgeries and 
twoor mere larcenies so clear, so easily 
established, and so indefensible that they 
will serve the purpose of prosecution with- 
out reference to others, 

**In February, 1893, R. G. Dun & Co. was 
owing upward of $10,000 to K. W. Bullinger 
of this city for materials purchased. On the 
6th of February, 1893, Wiman, being in ur- 
gent straits for money, directed the ceshier 
ork. G.Dun & Co. to make out a check to the 
order of Mr. Bullinger, and instead of trans- 
mitting it to him in part "payment of his 
account, deliberately forged the nameof EF. 
W. Bullinger on the back of the checkand de- 
posited it to his own credit in his own bank. 
The account of Bullinger on the books of the 
firm was debited with that sum in the usual 
course of business. Inmeed hardly say that 
these acts of Wiman’s were wholly without 
the knowledge of Mr. Dun, and that since 
then they have paid to Mr. Bullinger the 
sum which Wiman, onthe day named, ap- 
propriated by means of forgery to his own 


use. 

**A few days beforethe Bullinger case first 
recited—viz., onthe 20th of January, 18938— 
Wiman committed another forgery under 
circumstances vwery similar. On that date 
R. G. Dun & Co. owed the Campbell Printing 
Press and Manufacturing Co. the sum of 
$5,580 for two printing presses. Wiman pro- 
cured from the cashierorfR, G. Dun & Co.a 
check tothe order of Ogden Brower, treas- 
urer of the Campbell Press and Manufactur- 
ing Co.,onm the pretext that he desired to 
pay the accuunt. ‘JbLereupon he went tothe 
Campbell company, and telling them that R. 
G. Dun & Co. were short of funds, asked 
them whether they would like notes for their 
account Instead ofcash. On Mr. Brower ac- 
quiescing in his proposition, he made two 
notes covering the amount in his own name 
and deliveredthemtohim. He tben forged 
the name of Ogden Brower, treasurer, On the 
back of the check, and appropriated it to his 
own use. 

‘*Allthese acts were concealed from the 
knowlepge of Mr. Dun or any of his asso- 
ciates, Bat they subsequently, on discover- 
ing them, paid the Campbell company the 
amount of their account. 

‘*‘Mr. Dun first learned of Wiman’s crimes 
in the latter part of February, 1893. Neither 
he nor his associates in R. .G. Dun & Co, had 
then any suspicion of the extent of them, or 
the amountembezzled by him. That could 
ohly be ascertained by a critical examination 
of their books, which has recently been con- 
cluded. But, on discovering some of them, 
Mr. Dun immediately on the 20th day of Feb- 
ruary, 1898, terminated his contract with 
Wiman, dismissed him from his employ, ana 
has never seen him since. 

‘*On learning that his crimes had been dis- 
covered, Wiman offered to transfer to Mr. 
Dun certain real estate interests on Staten 
Isiand or doubtful value, but Mr. Dun, 
learning that Wiman was insolvent, refused 
to accept them or toreceive any preference 
over his other creditors. Wiman thereupon 
made a formal assignment forthe benefit of 
his creditors, but his assets have amounted 
to almost nothing. - 

‘*Mr. Dun did not submit the proof of WI- 
man’s crimes to the authorities on first dls- 
covering them, for severalreasons. In the 
first place, he was moved by considerations

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of sympathy for Wiman’s family, with 
whom he had been on terms of friendship for 
many years, and by the piteous appeal for 
mercy which Wiman made to him in the 
letter herewith submitted. In the second 
place, he had then no appreciation of the er- 
tent of Wiman’s embezgziement, nor of tlhe 


leneth of time, lasting many years, during 


which he had systematically abused his con- 
fidence and betrayed the trust reposed in 
him. In view of the conviction thata man 
of Wiman’s bad character ought not longer 
be allowed to masquerade as an honest man 
inthis community and as an adviser and 
exhorter of youth, and out of a sense of ob- 
ligation to the mercantile world, with which 


he is closely identified, he has decided that 


his duty requires him to expose Wiman’s 
conduct and to hand him over to the authbori- 
ties, thathe may be dealt with asthe law 
directs.’’ 


The letter referred toin the statement as 
having Deen written by Wiman was not 


made public. 

Affixed to the foregoing statement wer 
the following names of witnesses: R. G. 
Douglass, E. W. Bullinger, Ogden Brower, 
Secretary of the Campbell company. 

Mr. Wiman spent last night in a cell in 
‘*Muraerers’ Row’’ at the Tombs Prison. The 
newspaper world wasearly alive this morn- 
ingto the news situation involvedin Mr, 
Wimapn’sarrest and. imprisonment. There 
was early a large deputation of*reporters at 
Tombs, ready and anxious forthe record of 
any expression from Mr. Wiman or any news 
as to his arraignment oras to the procure- 
ment of bail which should permit himto go 
forth at liberty. A note was sent to 
Mr. Wiman,who was well known upon News- 
paper Row, asking him for some é6xpression 
astothecharges made against him and the 
situntion tn which hoe finds himself placed, 
The communication also asked if Mr. Wiman 
would care to see his newspaper acquaint- 
ances. In response the prisoner sent out 
the following reply: 

‘*I would be very glad to doso, but under 
the advice of Gen. B. F. Tracy, my counsel, I 
will make no statement until my turn comes. 
lam sorrytodeny anything to newspaper 
men, but must adhere tothat determination 
for the present. When the ammunition of 
the moving powers against me is exhausted 
and their hired men are done arraiguing and 
trying meinthbe newspapers it will then be 
time for me to speak.’’ 

The prisoner was visited by a young lawyer 
this morning, but the lawyer’s name was not 
made known. It is aflirmedon good authority 
that Gen Tracy has not yet seen Mr. Wiman 
since the latter’s arrest. 

Warden John Fallon, who has charge of 
the Tombs prison, stated this morning that 
Mr. Wiman had passed a good night,and was 
bearing up bravely under the circumstances. 
When asked why Mr. Wiman was placed ina 
cellin ‘‘Murderers’ Row,’’ Warden Fallon 
replied: . 

‘*By placing him there I did not intend to 
subject Mr. Wiman to any uncalled foror 
supposed indignity. ‘The prison is very much 
crowded at the present time. particularly on 
the second and third tiers, whence persons 
against whom similar charges are made are 
usually confined while awalting trial. In 
many instances two prisoners have occu- 
pied the same cell. The reason I 
placed Mr. Wiman in No, 8 was that he 
would havea cell to himself, andas he came 
in so late yesterday evening it was impossi- 
ble to place him elsewhere. If he remains 
here for any iength of time he will be irans- 
ferred to the first cell which becomes vacant 
on the second or third tiers.’’ 

It looks as if Mr. Erastus Wiman is not 
very anxious to procure Dail. About 10 
o’clock this morning he was visited by his 
son, Henry D. Wiman, his son-in-law, Nor- 
man 8. Walker, Jr., and another gentleman 
who gave his name as Mr, Morrow. They 
remained in consultation unfil ll 
o’clock. Mr. Wiman, Jr., came out of the 
prison and asked at the clerk’s desk fora 
bunch of keys belonging tohisfather. As 
soon ag the bunch was handed to him-he 
singled outa brass key and asked Mr. ‘ior- 
row if that was the one which his father 
mentioned. 

When asked by the reporters If his father 
would procure bail to-day, young Wiman re- 
plied: ‘*i don’t think he will. You see, this 
isa holiday andidon’t think that bail can 
be procured legally.’’ 

‘‘Has your father engaged counsel, Mr. 
Wiman?’’ 

‘‘Well, as far as I know,’’ replied the 
young man, ‘'Gen. Tracy will defend bim, 
buthe has not seen him since yesterday 
afternoon. My fatherseems to be bearing 
up very well, considering everything, and 
efforts may be made to-morrow to procure 
ball for him,’’ 

Thethree visitors refused to discuss the 
case any further and left the prison 
together, 

At the District Attorney’s ffice it was 
stated none ofthe Assistant Attorneys had 
been down to-day, but if bail for Mr, Wiman 
was desired any judge of acourtof record 
could accept it. 

Erastus Wiman wag born in Churchville, 
Ontario, April 21, 1884. He received a meager 
education in a country schvol, and when yet 
in his teens went to Toronto and learned the 
printer’s trade, Subsequently he became 4 
reporter on the Toronto Globe, and from 1854 
to 1856 was commercial editor of that paper. 
In 1856 he entered the employ of R. G. Dunn & 
Co.'s commercial agency, and in 1867 became 
connected with the New York house and 
subsequently its principalmanager. He was 
made President of the Great Northwesterno 
Telegraph Co. in 1881, and _ President of the 
Staten Island. Rapid Transit Railway in 
1884, and secured the ass- 
age or the bill wv 
the construction of the Arthur Kill bridge be- 
tween New Jersey and Sstatem Island. He 
was mainly instrumental in establishin 
the Canadian Club in New York tn 1885, an

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RUSSIAN THISTLES, 


Another Chapter in the Extermination 
Controversy Now Going On. 


SECRETARY MORTON WRITES A LETTER 
TO REPRESENTATIVE SIBLEY. 


He Appreciates the Importance of Get- 
ting Rid of the Noxious Weed, but 
Dces Not Regard It the Business of 
the General Government—Some of the 
Uses of the Plant. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Morton has writtena letter to 
Representative Sibley of Pennsylvania which 
furnishes another chapter inthe sharp con- 
troversy going on of late over the extermina- 
tion of Russian thistles. Mr. Morton incloses 
a letter he wrote to Gov. Shortridge of North 
Dakota, in which the following language 
occurs: 

‘*No one more than myself appreciates the 
importance of exterminating this and other 
noxious weeds which infest the farms of the 
United States. ButIdonot think it the bus!i- 
ness of the Government to destroy weeds for 
the people any more than it isto raise wheat 
forthem or to cut corn by appropriations 
from the public funds, Having given lands 
to homesteaders, it seems that an intelligent 
selfintereston the partofall the donatees 
should inspire them to cultivate lands so as 
to bring the highest possible price for the 
labor bestowed in that cultivation. The law 
of self-preservation ought to make Zeal- 
ous every farmerin the Dakotas, Nebraska 
and Kansas, to apply with might and main 
every means at his command for either util- 
izing or exterminating the Russian thistie. 
But Federal legislation can neither extermin- 
ate weeds by statute nor by attempting to 
invest powers in others, which, in the minds 
of many, do not pertain to itself.’’ 

Mr. Morton cites from letters and agricul- 
tural papers as to the use which can be made 
of the Russian thistle. A letter from Mr, 
Waugh ofthe Northwest Farmer states that 
Dakota farmers will do well toturn out sheep 
on the thistle lands as the thistles will fur- 
nish good food. Mr. Roberts in the Dakota 
Farmer is cited to the effect that the 
thistle is a benefit rather than 
a curse, and that they can be used 
for hay or as as fertilizer. The 


Northwest Farmer is also quoted as stating: 
‘*‘We donot look at the Russian thistle as 
some do. Itisone of the very best forage 
plants known,and certainly is one of the best 
in Dakota, for when itis so dry that nothing 
will grow the thistle grows the thickest, and 
one acre of Russian thistle will produce more 
food than two acres of clover.’’ 

Referring to the extracts, Mr. Morton says 
in his letter to Gov. Shortridge: ‘‘In view 
of the diversity of opinion as to the possi- 
bilities of the Russian thistle inthe Dakotas, 
above expressed by practical farmers,I s9e 
no reason for changing my position as to the 
propriety of appropriating $1,000,000 out of 
the Treasury of the United States for the pur- 
pose of employing commissioners and weed 
exterminators, whose §special energies gshall 
be directed to the extermination of this 
weed.’’ 

Secretary Morton’s letter to Representative 
Sibley bears date of Feb. 20. It states that 
**nelther Gov. Shortridge nor any other per- 
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son has a letter from megétating that I regard 
the Russian thistie as a fessing to the farm- 
er.’’ The Shortridge litter is inclosed to 
show just what the Secritary has said. The 
Secretary then proceeds; *‘You remark that 
Iam reported as antagolistic to the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, oppised to meat inspec- 
tion and adverse tothe jistribution of seeds 
to farmers. Acopy of te annual report of 
the Secretary of Agriculftre for 1893 is trans- 
mitted toyouthis day. Be kind enough, if 
you can spare the time, read that report, 
and permit it toindicatemy views. Rumors 
are vague an? of uncer&in origin. Official 
reports are the direct st@ements of the ofl- 
cers Makingthem. You cite also other re- 
ported Utterances witiput foundation in 
some cases, and in pthers grossly dis- 
torted. But I have neither inclination 
nor time to even deny reported 
utterances. Nor is it nejessary to anticipate 
the vindication which title always awards to 
rectitude andtruth. Mae li hope that the in- 
closed letter (to Gov. Shortridge) can be 
given the same publicity which was given to 
the statement that the gecre ary of Agricult- 
ure had declared the Russian thistle to bea 
benefit and a blessing 18 disguise. 

**It will afford me greit satisfaction to meet 
you at the department avhenever it may suit 
your convenience tc call. Meantime, I 
respectfully assure ya that after having 
lived im the country, on the same farm, 
among real farmers, far maearly forty years, I 
have a very strong anil abiding interest in 
the welfare of American agriculture and a 
wholesome and honestambition to in every 
legitimate manner exaltits character and 
increase its usefulness.’’

EXPERIMENTAL STATIONS. 


Varmers Alarmed at the Suggestion the 
Work May Ee Discontinued. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—The farnfers 
ofthe country kave become alarmed at the 
Suggestion that Congress will not make ap- 
propriations for continuing the work of the 
agricultural experimental stations, From 


the annual report ofthe Secretary of Agri- 
culture mention of these institutes was 
omitted, and when the matter was called to 
the attention of the Secretary he explained 
that as the department was not given super- 
vision over the stations he did not think 
their expenses should be charged to the de- 
partment in the appropriation estimates. 

To urge a continuation of Government sup- 
port for the siations and tocombat the pro- 
posalto place them under the management 
ofthe Department, Gen. J. H. Brigham of 
Delta, O., addressed the House Committee 
on Agriculture yesterday. He said an ex- 
periment station is essentially an educa- 
tional institution and its best service to the 
farmer is to be looked for, not insingie 
brilliant discoveries but in such an increase 
of attested and acturate knowledge as 
shall enable the farmer to conduct 
his business more, intelligently and 
with greater profit. Reviewing the 
scope of the experimental stations he showed 
that they bad dealt with the natural sci- 
ences, air and water, sail, fertilizers, plants, 
foods, animals, entomplogy, dairying, agri- 
cultural engineering amd statistics. Valua- 
ble work was done by them in these liines, 
particularly on the subjects of stock feeding 
and dairying. Such wotk could not be done 
by individual farmers, because they lack 
time and scientific education necessary for it, 
and their business is not on a large enough 
scale. Other nations, he showed, Go more 
than the United States iathisline. To leave 
the stations tothe care of the States would 
deprive the new and poorer States of their 
advantages. Underthepresent system the 
States are required to furnish buildings, and 
other aid given by themin the year ending 
June 30, 1892, amounted to $307,702. Govern- 
ment supervision shou!d be so managed us to 
leave the station free to take the initiative in 
their work, adapting it to natural conditions 
and needs of their localities. 

When the Hatch bill wasenacted much 
thought had been given to the aspect of 
matters, and itseemed that a system giving 
practical autonomy to the stations, leaving 
them free from detailed dictation by central 
authority, would produce the best results. 
Original ‘investigations could not with the 
best results be made according to a pro- 
gramme /aid down in advance. 

Col. Brigham concluded: ‘*It ts feared that 
extension of Government supervision, which 
resulted in hpratrmes | the work to bo un- 
dertaken by the stations, will result in mak- 
ing them simply branches of the supervising 
department and their officers substantially 
subordinates of that department. Under 
such conditions Men of first rate ability 
would seldom be Aaltracied toor retained in 
station work.’’ 


WILL CONTINUE TO ACT. 


Mr. Milis Has Not Yet Quit*the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb... 22.—It was an- 
nounced authoritatively af noon yesterday 
that Senator Mills would retire from the 
Committee on Finance, and that Senator Mc- 
Pherson would resume his seat. Later in the 
day Senator Mills stated that Senator Mc- 
Pherson had reconsidered his former inten- 
tion torgsume work, feeling that his health 
would not yet permit him to engage in active 


committee labor, and Mr. Mills would con- 
tinue to act.

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STONE SURGERY. 


The Ancients Performed Difficult Opera- 
tions Upon the &kull. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Not the least interesting of the results 
brought to light by the cranlometrical in- 
vestigation of anthropologists is the fact that 
the process of performing surgical operations 
upon the skull—now known as trepanning— 
was practiced as far back as the neolithic 
period ofhuman history. The remains of the 


new stone epoch show that skulls—mostly 
those of children—were opened in order to 
facilitate the cure of some internal malady. 
It is further known that persons whosurvived 
the operation of trepanning were regarded 
as enjoving powers of a mysterious charac- 
ter,and that on the death of such individuals 
pieces of their skulls were secured by the 
survivors, who kept the fragments as me- 
morials er relics, of wearing them around 
the neck as amulets. One of the oldest of 
these ancient trepanred skulls was picked 
upinthe year 1840in adolmen at Hougon, 
France; surgeons who examined it expressed 
the opinion that the skull was thatof some 
warrior who had been injured in battle. 

‘there has been much speculation upon the 
real object of these performances of the 
skull, since they are by some thought to be 
too numerous to be accounted for by the sur- 
gical operation consequent on injuries sus- 
tained accidentally. All the perforations, 
moreover, areof the same elliptical form, 
showing that with some rude instrument, 
cleverly manipulated, each hole must 
have been deliberately cut in a skull 
previously intact. One of the most 
plausibie attempts to explain these per- 
forations is that of M. Paul Broca, the cele- 
brated French anthropologist, who suggests 
that, as in early times, diseases of a certain 
kind were believed to have their source: in 
the presence within the body of the patient 
ofone or more evil spirits, the skull was 
opened as a last resort, in order that the im- 
prisoned flend might make its escape and 
the sufferer thus have relief, 

The perforated skulls found in America are 
saia to show an altogether different method 
of trepannina from that illustrated in the 
European skulls. Our own country is espe- 
cially rich in these memorials of ancient sur- 
gery, and what is more, we have a theory of 
our own to account for their origin. Itisthat 
usually associated with the name of Mr. Gili- 
man of Detroit. The theory is basedon the 
well known belief of the Indian that he has 
two souls, one of which is always with the 
great Manitou, while the other, after death, 
pays frequent visits to the body in the grave.

Who Hunted Gold and Led the Vig- 
ilantes.

William J, Norwood, a native Baltimorean, 
died in Virginia City, Mont., on Sunday, aged 
65 years. He left Baltimore for the West tn 
the early 50s und located near Bellevue, Neb. 
He was engaged for some time with the Sar- 
peys, Chouteaus and other well-known trap- 
pers and traders on the plains, rivers and 
mountains of the far West. He was also 


with Russel, Waddell and Gregory, the 
famous freighters, and was one of the 
original discoverers of gold near Den Ver. 

After some difficulty with the military au- 
thorities in Denver, in 1861, he left Montana, 
and was on Grasehopper Creek near what is 
now Bannock, in the early diggingsat that 
place and left there in 1862 forthe early dis- 
covery in Aider Guich, said to beamong the 
richest gold discoverfes ever made. He was 

rominent with Col. Sanders, ex-Senator 

rom Montana, and others inthe organiza- 
tion of vigilantes, who cleared the diggings 
of such characters as Jack slade and others 
equally notorious. In 1864,i1n Virginia Oity, 
six of these desperadoes were hanged for the 
murders,robberies and other crimes they had 
committed. 

He participated with the miners and trap- 
persin many Indian engagements with the 
Arapahoes, Utes, Cheyennes, Snakes, etc., 
and lastly, with the troops on the memorable 
raldsagainst the Nez Perces: Norwood was 
truly a pioneer of the great West, He could 
play on the violin, sing a song, brew a good 
toddy, and was generally just such a type of 
man as has hosts of friends on the frontiers, | 
His Hfe was a diversified one. He was a 
trapper, freighter, miner, Indian fighter, 
and tramped the boards with Couldock, Jack 
Langrose and others. As ‘**Billy’’ Norwood 
he was known from Omaha to the Pacific,

poisoning of John Forre, is in many essential 
features very much like thatof Dr. H.C. F. 
Meyer, the notorious poisoner whois now 
awaiting his second trialin New York, 
charged with causing the death of five per- 
sons by means of poison.

He speaks and writes wretched English. 
came to Baltimore in 184. He says he 
landed in this country in 1878 and went 
directly to Oleveland, O., where he rema 
foracouple of years, working part of the 
oe A a brick-yard and then going to Cin- 
cinnati. 

When he arrived in Baltimore he first 
served asa waiter ina German beer saloon, 
calling himself Stark. Afterwards he worked 
in a doctor’s office, still under the name of 
Stark. In explanation of his transformation 
from walter to doctor he deciares now that 
he had studied medicine at the University of 
Greifswalgen in Pomerania. At all events he 
soon afterwards opened an office under the 
name of Dr. John D. Kremien. 

Forre died on Oct. 21,1892, after a few days’ 
lliness. He had been looked upon as 
bachelor, but it transpired, after his death, 
that he had been a married man when, 4 
short time ago,a daughter appeared in the 
Orphans’ Court and successfully contested a 
will purporting to have been made by Forre 
and, under woich, the wife of Dr. Kremien 
was made the legatee ofthe entire estate, 
valued at about $8,000. The Court decided 
that Hanbuch was the man’s real name and 
that the girl was his legitimate daughter, 

The will was claimed to be a forgery and, 
at the request of Lawyer Henninghausen, 
Dr. Kremien, Mrs. Kremien and Mrs. Lizzie 
Muller were arrested on bench warrants, 
and subsequently indicted for alleged for- 
gery, perjury and conspiracy. 

Subsequently, again, came the suspicion 
that Forre’s death might have been from 
otfler than natural causes, and on Feb. 9, on 
authority of State’s Attorney Kerr, the body 
was exhumed from the grave in Loudon Park 
Cemetery and, as before stated, certain parts 
of the body were submitted to Prof. Wilson 
for chemical analysis, to ascertain the cause 
of death.» The analysis discloses poison— 
whether administered by Dr. Kremien or not 
will be for the jury to determine. 

Forre died tn a two-story house at the 
southwest corner of Freemont and McHenry 
streets, where lives Mrs. Schneider, an aged 
German woman, who ministered to Forre 
in his last sickness. Mrs. Schneider says 
that Forre and Kremien had been friends, 
and that a few days before Forre’s death he 
came home ina stupefied condition and said 
that he had been given some medicine by Dr. 
Kremien. ‘**The nextday Kremien called,’’ 
said Mrs. Schnelaer, ‘‘and administered 
more medicine, and from that time Forre 
grew worse. Every time he took a dose 
of the medicine he would clutch his 
throat and chest, complain of a great 
burning sensation in his stomach, and 
begged for water that he would drink by the 
piteher-full, Forre begantaking the medli- 
cine on Friday, and on Sunday he became so 
weak he refused to take any more, and 
begged meto goand get another doctor, I 
prepared to do so, and justas I reached the 
door I met Kremien, who told me that I 
should not gofor another doctor, as Forre 
wasall right, but was too crazy to know 
what he was talking about. Kremien then 
went upstairs and gave Forre another dose 
of medicine, andas Forre swallowed it he 
called for water, clutched at his throat, and 
yelled ‘He is killing me!’ *’ 

‘*The same day kremien toox all of Forre’s 
papers out of his desk, and, after locking it, 
placed the key in his pocket. He also took 
all of the photographs out of the album, and 
remarked to me that forre had jeft him 
everything in his will, On Wednesday some 
men called to get Forre to sign some papers 
about some building association money, but 
the sick man was too weak to do go. Kre- 
mien, however, propped him up in bed, put 
a pen ip his hand and made him sign a ol 
per, which he put in his pocket, and which 
he said empowered him to dispose of all of 
Forre’s possessions. Kremien Ke n giving 
Forre medicine, and on Friday ni the pa- 
tient died.’’ 

Farre’s remains were exhumed, and a 
chemical examination indicated that poison 
had caused his death.

FAILED TO AGREE. 


Jury in the Bleut Trial Stood Seven for 
Acauittal and Five for Conviction. 


New York, Feb. 22.—The jury inthe case 
of Joseph X. Blaut, president of the defunct 
Madison Square Bank, on trial for perjury, 
has failed to agree. They so informed Justice 
Barrett inthe Court of Oyer and Terminer at

The trial of Joseph F. Biaut has excited 
much interest in financialcircles. The hear- 
ing of testimony was begun lIast Friday, 
after three days had been occupied in form- 
ing a jury. The specific charge against 
Blaut was perjury in swearing tothe cor- 
rectness of the Madison Square Bank state- 
ment, issued on June 1 last. As limited 
by the court the detailed charges against 
Blaut were that he swore falsely that the 
bank Capital had been fally paid up and that 
he had mislaid the amount of the loans to 
directors or on directors’ indorsements. The 
prosecution asserted that as much as $160,000 
in stock was held by ‘‘dummiles,’’ 
including a boy stenographer in the 
employ of the bank. These persons gave 
notes for the stock, which the bank held 
nominally as security. It was asserted also 
thatthe loans and discounts to directors or 
on @irectors’ indorsements should have 
$336,000, instead of $184,630.70, the 
given in the official § state- 
Ww. R. Thompson, who was cashier 
inthe bank, testified in the interest of the 
prosecution, explaining how he came nomi- 
nally to hold 389 shares of the capital, for 
which he gaveacoliateral note for $56,450. 
Blaut testified in his own defenseto the effect 
that he had not seenthe schedule when he 
swore to its accuracy, being confident that it 
would be made out correctly.

The Indianapolis Veteran Takes Issue 
With Capt. Hedley on Gresham's Record. 


| Inacommunication to the Post-DIsPaTcHh, 
received to-day, Gen. Fred Knefler of In- 
Gianapolis takes exception to some state- 
ments made by Capt. Hedley of Bunker Hill, 
lll., inan interview published in the Posrt- 
DISPATCH and republished in the Indianap- 
olis News on Gresham’s army caraer. He says 
that Capt. Hedley makes many misstate- 
ments of facts in his attempt to prove ‘‘that 


Gresham was a great soldier and that he 
has been basely traduced.’’ In refuting 
these statements of Capt. Hedley he writes: 

Gen. Gresham rever was Major of an Indiana regi- 
ment. His native ability was of such commanding 
cnharacter—as shown by the Adjutant-General's re- 
port of Indiana soldiers—that he entered the service 
as the Lieutenant-Celone!l of the 38th Indiana Vol- 
unteers, aod was mustered assuch Sept. 18, 1861. 
From that organization he was transferred and pro- 
moted tothe rank of Colonel) of the 53d Indiana 
Volunteers, and was mustered into tho service 
March 10, 1862, about a month before the battie of 
Shiloh. 

The Captain is again mistaken when he states that 
he was with him in the Division commanded. b 
Gen. Hulbert (Hurlbut). The roster of the 4t 
Division at Shiloh, published ie vol. 10, parti, 
page 103, of the Official Recerds ofthe War of the 
Rebellion, shows that Gresham's regiment, the 53d 
Indiana Volunteers, wasnota partof that division 
atall. Now, as a matter of fact, Gresham and his 
regiment during the two days’ fignting at Shiloh 
(April 6 and 7, 1862,) was unemployea at Savannah, 
Tenn., seven miles down the Tennessee River, 
where Gen. Grant had his headquarters, and re- 
mained there until Aprill5, i862, when it was as- 
signed to the 2a Brigade, 4tn Division, commandea 
by Col. James C. Veateh. There is no evidence that 
Gen. Gresham and his regimeat were aciively en- 
gaged in the operations around Corinth. 

Geu. Gresham was not at Hatchie atall, as will 
appear by reference tothe War Kecords. See voi- 
17, partl, p 330—Report of Lieut -Col, William 
Jones, 53d Indiana Infantry, of engagement at 
Hatchie Bridge, Uct. 6, 1862: ‘**Col. Gresham be- 
ing absent in Indiana by leave of the War DVepart- 
meut I was in cemmand.’’ 


He then states that no one will deny the 
‘*gallant Captain wasiclose to Gresham’’ at 
Natchez, Miss., and thatthe Gevneral pos- 
sessed superior ability asa post commander 
or Provost Marshal. Next he says:

KNEFLER COMES BACK. 


The Indianapolis Veteran Takes Issue 
With Capt. Hedley on Gresham’s Record. 


| Inacommunication to the Post-DISPaTCcH, 


received to-day, Gen, Fred Knefler of In- 
Gianapolis takes exception to some state- 
ments made by Capt. Hedley of Bunker Hill, 
Ill., inan interview published in the Posr- 
DISPATCH and republished in the Indianap- 
olis News on Gresham’s army caraer. He says 
that Capt. Hedley makes many misstate- 
ments of facts in his attempt to prove ‘‘that 


Gresham was a great soldier and that he 
has been basely traduced.’’ In refuting 
these statements of Capt. Hedley he writes: 

Gen. Gresham never was Major of an Indiana regi- 
ment. His native ability was of such commanding 
cnaracter—as shown by the Adjutant-General'’s re- 
port of Indiana soldiers—that he entered the service 
as the Lieutenant-Celonel of the 38th Indiana Vol- 
unteers, and was mustered as such Sept. 18, 1861. 
From that organization he was transferred and pra- 
moted tothe rank of Colonel of the 53d Indiana 
Volunteers, and was mustered into tho service 
ot ht 10, 1862, about a month before the battie of 
Ehiloh. 

The Captain is again mistaken when he states that 
he was with him in the Division commanded. b 
Gen. Hulbert (Hurlbut). The roster of the 4t 
Division at Shiloh, published le vol. 10, parti. 

age 103, of the Official Records ofthe War of the 
tebellion, shows that Gresham’s regiment, the 53d 
Indiana Volunteers, wasnota partof that division 
atall. Now, as a matter of fact, Gresham and his 
regiment during the two days’ fignting at Shiloh 
(April 6 and 7, 1862,) was unemployea at Savannah, 
Tenn,., seven miles down the Tennessee River, 
where Gen. Grant had his headquarters, and re- 
mained there until Aprill5, i862, when it was as- 
signed to the 2a Brigade, 4tn Division, commandea 
by Col. James C. Veateh. There is no evidence that 
Gen. Gresham and his regimeat were aciively en- 
gaged in the operations around (orinth. 

Gen. Gresham was not at Hatchie atall, as will 
appear by reference tothe War Records. See voil- 
17. partl, p 330—Report of Lieut -Coil. William 
Jones, 53d Indiana Infantry, of engagement at 
Hatchie Bridge, Uct. 6. 1862: ‘**Col. Gresham be- 
ing aebsent in Indiana by leave of the War Depart- 
ment I was in cemmand.’’
